Prevailing wage The City of Saint Paul Prevailing Wage Ordinance requires individuals working
on publicly-assisted construction projects, to be paid the fair and prevailing wage for work
performed onsite.

Vendor Outreach Program The City of Saint Paul Vendor Outreach Program (VOP) Ordinance
requires the city to establish a small business assistance program that sets goals for purchasing
goods and services from small, woman-owned, and minority-owned businesses enterprises
(SBE, WBE, MBE). The goal is 25%, of the total contracting opportunity, be awarded to small
business enterprises. The below information reflects payments made to S/W/MBE businesses.
Affirmative Action and Equal Employment Opportunity The City of Saint Paul Affirmative
Action Ordinance requires the city to monitor affirmative action and equal employment
opportunity efforts of vendors working under city contracts. The workforce inclusion goals,
established by the Minnesota Department of Human Rights, are 32% minority and 20% female
inclusion for all hours worked onsite.
